Kidnaped Boy’s Beaten Body Found 

TACOMA, Wash., (i?>)~Officers 
hunting the kidnaper and killer of 
10-year old Charles Mattson of Ta¬ 
coma today pitted their science 
against the wits of the nation’s 
public enemy No. 1. 

In a guarded mortuary Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents and 
physicians examined and re¬ 
examined the battered remains of 
Dr. and Mrs. W. W. Mattson’s son, 
found yesterday frozen in a snowy 
covered bushy area near Everett, 
Wash. 

From their careful autopsy they 
hoped to find clues leading them to 
the swarthy bearded man who 
broke into the Mattsons’ living 
room and bore Charles away the 
night of Sunday, Dec. 27. 

Washington stale, county and 
municipal police, working inde¬ 
pendently and in conjunction with 
the agents, fanned out in a widen¬ 
ing search for the kidnaper. 

Family Stricken 

Federal agents were silent. Oth¬ 
er authorities admitted they were 
without one definite bit of informa¬ 
tion which might send the kidnaper 
to the gallows under Washington’s 
kidnap and murder laws or the 
Federal Lindbergh law.

INJURES 20 

AT FLINT I 

— 

DETROIT. (iPt—Strike riots at | 
Flint in which more than a score I 
of men were injured resulted in | 
an emergency mobilization of sev¬ 
eral units of the Michigan Na¬ 
tional guard today and declara¬ 
tion by Gov. Frank Murphy that 
the state will act "for the mam- 
tenence of public -’rder.” 

The United Automobile Work¬ 
ers of America union directing the 
strikes against General Motors 
corporation, charged today that 
Flint police were on the scene, 
with guns and tear gas, "long 
before any trouble started, holding 
themselves in readiness for the 
moment when company guards 
would provoke the trouble, as they 
had been instructed to do." 

The first bloodshed of the wide¬ 
spread strikes against General 
Motors corporation occurred in 
street fights in front of the Fisher 
body plant No. 2 at Flint, which 
"sit-down” strikers have held 
since Dec. 31. 

112.000 Idle 

Occupancy of this and five oth- j 
er plants of the corporation proved I 
an insurmountable obstacle to eon- i 
ciliators trying to bring officials ; 
of General Motors and of the j 
United Automobile Workers of i 
America together for settlement j 
negotiations. General Motors de¬ 
clined to negotiate until the plants 
were vacated; the union demand¬ 
ed certain guarantees prior to re¬ 
moval of the strikers: these the 
corporation refused. 

The strikes and resulting parts 
.shortage have thrown 112,000 of 
General Motors automobile work¬ 
ers out of work. 

Homer Martin, president of the j 
United Automobile Workers, said j 
today the riots were "a demon- | 
stration of what Mr. Sloan means | 
by collective bargaining.” 

Alfred P. Sloan, jr., is presi¬ 
dent of the General Motors cor¬ 
poration. 

"The blood spilling in Flint by 
the Hired Hessians of General 
Motors is a demonstration of what 
Mr. Sloan means by collective bar¬ 
gaining,” Martin told reporters 
before entering a conference at 
Washington with John L. Lewis, 
chairman of the committee for in¬ 
dustrial organization with which 
Martin s union is affiliated. 

John Brophy, director of the 
Lewis' committee, called the riots 
"a dastardly thing in keeping 
with General Motors established 
policy of interfering with its 
uorkers’ rights.” 

1500 Troops Gather 

Governor Murphy, going to 
Flint to the scene of disorder, as¬ 
serted "there is going to be law 
and order in Michigan,” and in 
announcing the national guard 
mobilization, said: 

"The public authorit,v in Michi¬ 
gan is stronger than either of the 
parties in the present controversy. 
Neither of them by recourse to 
force and violence will be per- | 
mitted to add public terror to tbe 
existing economic demoralization.” 

At Flint, Robert Travis, U. A. 
W. P. A, organizer, blamed Police 
Chief James V. Wills for the riot¬ 
ing'. saying, "the thing was started 
ac noon yesterday when the heat 
was turned off inside the plant 
(with outside temperatures in the 
20’s) and the decision was made 
that no food should pass through 
the front door of the plant. Po¬ 
lice arrived with gas masks on, ' 
fully equipped, and were in ac¬ 
tion before anything was said,” 

On debris littered Chevrolet 
Avenue in front of the plant, a 
large red haired man who identi¬ 
fied himself as “Cramer,” and in¬ 
vestigator for Senator La Fol- 
lette s special senate committee in¬ 
vestigating civil liberties viola¬ 
tions collected exhibits today. He 
picked up unexploded gas gren¬ 
ades. fragments of exploded gas 
shells, buck shot and shells ejected 
from shotguns.

planning and personnel services to 
make them "effective managerial 
arms” for the president. 

5. Changing the name of the 
Department of the Interior to De¬ 
partment of Conservation. 

Although the committee pre¬ 
dicted some saving in money, time 
and effort, it said the proposed 
reorganization had but "one grand 
purpose, namely, to make democ¬ 
racy work today in our national 
government.” 

The report was expected to 
touch off warm debate in con¬ 
gress, where Senator Byrd (D., 
Va.) and others have contended 
large savings could be affected by 
abolishing, as well as consolidat¬ 
ing. various federal agencies. Byrd 
heads a special senate committee 
studying reorganization. 

Save .$30,000,000 

The President, explaining the 
report at a White House confer¬ 
ence yesterday attended by the 
cabinet and newspapermen, said 
that of a $7,000,000,000 budget, 
about $4,000,000,000 embraced ir¬ 
reducible expenditures such as 
pensions and army and navy pay 
and food. 

By removing overlapping func¬ 
tions, he said he hoped to save 
about one per cent of the remain¬ 
ing $3,000,000,000, or $30,000,000. 

He expressed the hope congress : 
would pass the suggested reorgani¬ 
zation this session, but said the 
entire plan could not be made ef¬ 
fective for two or three years. 

The proposal would make for 
good administration, he said, and 
would give the President no more 
power than he has today. 

Although specific consolidations 
were left for future determination, 
the proposed department of social j 
welfare conceivably might embrace 
the Independent social security 
board and the public health serv¬ 
ice now under the treasury. 

Eliminate Patronage 

John G. Winant, former Repub¬ 
lican governor of New Hampshire 
and present chairman of the so¬ 
cial security board, was mentioned 
by some for the social welfare i 
post. So was Harry L. Hopkins, 
Works Progress administrator. 

Should the public works post 
take in relief. Hopkins also was 
mentioned for this assignment. 
The present public works admin¬ 
istrator is Secretary Ickes of the' 
Interior, who under the reorgani¬ 
zation probably would head the 
new department of conservation. 

Eliminating “evils of patronage” 
and opening up the government as 
a "sound career service” would re¬ 
sult, the report said, from exten- | 
sion of the merit system under a 
civil service administrator. 

More than 250,000 positions 
would be brought under civil serv¬ 
ice within a year by executive or¬ 
der, but not until qualifying ex¬ 
aminations had determined the in¬ 
cumbents’ fitness. Temporary or 
policy-determining jobs would be 
exempt. 

Responsible to F. D. R. 

The 'seven-man citizens’ board 
. would be drawn by the President 
I from private business, education, 
the professions, labor and finance. 
The members would have seven- 
year overlapping terms. 

The report asserted many per¬ 
sons were leaving the government 
because it did not offer a satisfac¬ 
tory career. 

In transferring commissions and 
boards to regular departments, the 
! President told the press, such 
agencies would continue their pres¬ 
ent judicial functions, like the in¬ 
terstate commerce commission in 
fixing railroad rates, but would be 
responsible administratively to the 
new department and the Presi¬ 
dent. 

The committee report said inde¬ 
pendent commissions had grown so 
in the last 50 years that they 
threatened to become a "headless 
fourth branch of the government, 
not contemplated by the constitu¬ 
tion, and not responsible admin¬ 
istratively either to the President, 
to the congress or to the courts.” 

Recommending six new execu¬ 
tive assistants for the President, 
the committee said: 

Impossible Laws 

“The President needs help. His 
immediate staff assistance is en¬ 
tirely inadequate. These aides 
would have no power to make de¬ 
cisions or issue instructions in 
their owm right. They would not 
be assistant presidents in any 
sense.” 

Urging abolition of the office, 
the report said the comptroller 
general in passing on the legality

Spain is doomed, no matter 
which side wins the civil war. Dr. 
Everett Dean Martin of Clare¬ 
mont colleges declared last night 
at the Orange county federal for¬ 
um session here. 

He pointed to the same danger 
in the United States, declaring 
that any nation which allows the 
Communist-Fascist dilemma to de¬ 
velop is doomed. Both Commu¬ 
nism and Fascism in the end be¬ 
comes state capitalism, destroy¬ 
ing the civil rights of the people, 
he declared. 

No Neutrals Allowed 

“The Communist-Fascist dilem¬ 
ma is a false one, in which no 
one is allowed to remain neutral,” 
Dr. Martin said. “Each side re¬ 
gards neutrality as support of the 
other side. 

“Communism and Fascism are 
the same thing. It’s just a ques¬ 
tion of which gang will get the 
loot.” 

He pleaded for liberalism, de¬ 
claring that a nation is safer if 
the government is not given 
enough power to control business 
and industry. NRA, he said, had 
strong Fascist tendencies, al¬ 
though it wa.s favored by many 
because of its labor provisions. 

‘Afraid of Public’ 

When Robert Speed, posing his 
message in question form, in¬ 
formed the forum audience that 
the Santa Ana board of educa¬ 
tion had refused to allow Lewis 
Browne to lecture here under its 
sponsorship. Dr. Martin declared; 

“The responsibility goes back to 
the public. They (the board 
members) are not afraid of 
Browne: they are afraid of the 
stupid, mob-minded public.”

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Two Killed When Street Car Crashes 


PALO ALTO. (jPI-- Former Prc.s- 
ident Herbert Hoover says the 
child labor amendment to the fed¬ 
eral constitution .should be ratified 
as an example of “orderly consti¬ 
tutional change.” 

Mr. Hoover, in his first formal 
statement since the election cam¬ 
paign, declared from his home here 
that President Roosevelt "is right” 
in urging ratification. 

While making no mention of 
President Roosevelt’s recent dec¬ 
laration before congres.s for "in¬ 
creasingly enlightened” judicial in¬ 
terpretations, Mr. Hoover's state¬ 
ment opposed "pressure on the in¬ 
dependence of the supreme court.” 

Mr. Hoover said the "major rea¬ 
son for its (the amendment’s) 
ratification is the rights of chil¬ 
dren to health and a fair chance.” 

"But,” he added, “it is also im¬ 
portant that we have orderly con¬ 
stitutional change instead of pres¬ 
sure on the independence of the 
.supreme court.” 

Mr. Hoover said states repre¬ 
senting 80 per cent of the coun¬ 
try's population have adopted their 
own regulatory laws and have re¬ 
duced child labor, outside of agri¬ 
culture, TO per cent in 20 years. 


WASHINGTON. (JP) — William 
Green yesterday handed President 
Roosevelt the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor’s program for fed¬ 
eral regulation of wages and 
hours. 

After a talk with the President. 
Green said the federation wanted 
to create federal machinery for 
fixing minimum wages and maxi¬ 
mum hours, "particularly in the 
sweated industries,” on the NRA 
principle. 

A federal commi.ssion, by the 
federation’s plan, would bring em¬ 
ployers and employes together to 
try to agree on minimum wages 
and maximum hours. The com¬ 
mission would have power to fix 
these rates if collective bargaining 
were unsuccessful. 

"We want to avoid clothing con¬ 
gress with power to fix wages and 
hours,” Green said. 

No constitutional amendment 
would be needed, he said, to put 
the program into effect. 

Before the federation finally 
determined its position toward an 
amendment. Green said, it wanted 
to see the supreme court decisions 
on the Wagner labor disputes and 
social security acts. 

The new wage and hour pro¬ 
gram, he added, would fit in with 
the O’Mahoney industrial licensing 
and Black-Connery 30-hour-week 
bills, prominent on the federation's 
legislative program for this win¬ 
ter. 

Asked whether Mr. Roosevelt 
was in agreement witli the federa¬ 
tion's ideas. Green said he thought 
there was a "pretty thorough un¬ 
derstanding between the President 
and the A. F. of L. on our pro¬ 
gram.” 


Ult^a-Viole'^ Floodlight to 
Be Installed in Many 
Hospitals

CAMBRIDGE, Mass.—A new 
ultra-violet floodlight which prom¬ 
ises to curb flu, the common colds 
of winter indoors and more dan¬ 
gerous air-born diseases was set 
up today for "field” tests on 
human beings. 

The light was developed at the 
Harvard school of public health by 
William F. and M. W. Wells. It 
kills flu virus and other disease 
bacteria. 

It was ready today to be 
switched on for the first time, set¬ 
ting up a "barrier” of invisible 
light across the middle of a hospi¬ 
tal corridor. The barrier divides 
the infectious diseases in one wing 
of the hospital from those in the 
other. Nurses can walk through it, 
but infections can’t float through. 

Put In Baby Room 

The floodlights have been in- 
installed also in surgical operating 
rooms in two large eastern cities. 
They fill the upper portions of the 
room, above the surgeons heads, 
with the germ killing rays. 

In a third eastern city, the lights 
will be placed in a hospital

I was 
approached by only one member of 
the opposition. A large number 
here favor the speaker. Very def¬ 
initely I favor his reappearance. 
One function of adult education is 
to stimulate thought.

babies room. Tliey will fill the air 
above the infants’ cribs and the 
nurses without touching the occu¬ 
pants with the dark beams. 

In another test, a model of a 
railroad car has been built with 
wall board. In it the light is used 
to test the possibilities of mini¬ 
mizing risk to passengers in 
crowded coaches from infections 
of fellow passengers. It may cut 
down the danger of spreading in¬ 
fections from city to city. 

Definite Proof 

All these experiments come from 
the discovery at Harvard public 
health school, announced last July, 
that flu infection can be trans¬ 
mitted by the air alone; and that 
the right use of ultra-violet light is 
a complete protection against this 
source of flu. 

This was the first definite proof 
in medical history that the air it¬ 
self can carry infection, other than 
the droplets of sneezes and the 
like. 

Today’s experiments are being 
made by physicians mostly out¬ 
side the public health school, who 
are trying them out under care¬ 
fully "controlled” conditions. They 
are the first large scale applica¬ 
tion of "sanitary control of the 
air” by physicians. 

Infector, Infectee 

The Harvard public health 
workers, Mr. and Mrs. Wells, are 
setting up the new lights for the 
medical men. This they do with the 
aid of two ingenious devices, an 
"infector” and an "infectee.” 

The “infector,” the size of two 
superimposed, clenched fists of 
dark metal, sprays germs into the 
air. The "infectee,” resembling a 
a small old-fashioned churn, 
breathes in the germs. 

■When the ultra-violet lights arc 
on, in any position, these two lo- 
bots measure and standardize the 
germ killing effects. 

The Harvard goal is not only 
flu and colds, but the more serious 
situation covered in the United 
States public health report that 85 
per cent of all deaths due to infec¬ 
tion are from those contracted in 
the nose and throat. 

Other Disea.ses 

It is hoped to control many of 
these infections by air sanitation, 
the same as water and milk sani¬ 
tation controlled typhoid. 

The lamps are long, slender 
quartz tubes. Aluminum reflec¬ 
tors convert the rays into flood¬ 
lights. The beams can be kept 
away from the body and particu¬ 
larly from the eyes. 

Other diseases which may be in 
part spread through the air in¬ 
clude measles, whooping cough, 
smallpox, meningitis, mumps, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, infantile 
paralysis and psittaco.sis.

A new movement to a.sk packing' 
house managers to separate citrus 
fruit which was protected by 
smudging and that which was not, 
was under way today. 

Ray Lambert, well-known citrus 
grower, told The Journal that 
growers plan to ask the packing 
hou.ses to make separate runs of 
the fruit from groves which em¬ 
ployed orchard heaters during the 
cold spell, and those groves which 
did not. 

Object of the movement, it was 
said, is to protect those growers 
who .spent large sums of money 
for oil fuel for orchard heaters 
and for labor. 

It was pointed out that the 
growers who re.sorted to smudging 
to protect their fruit .should re¬ 
ceive the benefit of any higher 
prices for a better grade fruit 
which might result from their ex¬ 
penditures and precautions. 

According to local growers, this 
.sort of a segregation was made a 
number of years ago in packing 
citrus fruit, hut has not been done 
In recent years. 


Well, now the people of Santa 
Ana own their high school build¬ 
ings again. 

With receipt of a receipt for re¬ 
payment of money to the state 
borrowed by the board of educa¬ 
tion to rehabilitate school build¬ 
ings ilamaged by the 1933 earth¬ 
quake, title to the buildings now 
passes back into the hands of the 
school board. 

At a meeting of the school 
board last night. Business Man¬ 
ager George Newcom announced 
that he has received a receipt for 
the money borrowed under the 
Greene bill which has been repaid, 
and a title to the buildings. 

Recently residents of Santa Ana 
voted a bond issue so that the 
.school board could pay off the 
money borrowed under the Greene 
bill and save a substantial amount i 
of interest. When the money was 
borrowed, title to the school build¬ 
ings was vested in the state. Now 
that the money is repaid the title 
comes back to Santa Ana. 

The .school board paid off a loan 
of ,$487,180.8.5 borrowed to rehabil¬ 
itate the high school buildings and 
the Lathrop Junior High school 
.shop buidling, and $124,819.15 for 
rehabilitation of the Spurgeon and 
Edison elementary .schools. 


A proposal to let the click of

Along streets festooned with 
bunting and colored lights, Gen¬ 
eral Leonard Wood led 40,000 jiar- 
aders, and Princeton and Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia students joined 
forces in taking the town apart. 
Wilson was an alumnus of both 
schools. 

Five thousand .suffragettes wav¬ 
ed yellow flags. The rebel yell re¬ 
sounded through capital streets. 

Two new senators that year 
were George Norris of Nebraska 
and Joe Robinson of Arkan.sas.

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Mrs. Jack Vallely Starts 1937 Series of Reviews for Santa Ana Ebell Club

Voicing: a good-bye with no re¬ 
grets to 1S36, a year of terrific 
impact of events abroad, the Ethi- i 
op.an war. the massacre of the 
.lews in Palestine, violation of 
treaties, bombing and spreading of 
poison gas - and. in the United 
States, floods, drouths, reign of 
terror and lynchings. the bonus 
and the Veterans of Future Wars, 
a million unemployed, convention 
oratory and "clogged radio.” and 
perhaps the last of the Literary Di¬ 
gest polls—Mrs. Jack Vallely 
came to Santa Ana Ebell club 
yesterday with a look into the fu¬ 
ture based on a recent trip to 
Washington. D. C.. and New York 
and interviews with current per¬ 
sonalities. 

The greatest problem before the 
United States legislature at its 
75th session, she stated, is that of 
a permanent neutrality policy to 
replace the temporary one expir¬ 
ing next month; the greatest ques¬ 
tion, the labor question. 

No Labor Party Yet 
In regard to this latter. Mrs. 
Vallely Interviewed John L. Lewis, 
leader of industrial unions, who 
opined that there was no place for 
a labor party in the United States 
until this country’s workers are 
org;anized from 75 to 85 per cent, 
as in England, because "until 
workmen have economic freedom 
there can be no political freedom.” 

In America, she quoted from a 
recent writer, "there is a legisla¬ 
tive no-man's-land between feder¬ 
al and state governments.” Both 
are laden down with business but 
neither can move until the other 
passes. 

She concluded her view of Amer¬ 
ican politics with a picture of the 
National Women’s party, formed 
to pass the equal rights amend¬ 
ment. in which she found many in¬ 
teresting women leaders. 

For international news, she 
passed briefly over "the Simp.son 
affair,” with repetition of a fa¬ 
vorite statement of its result in 
America, proof "that a woman in 
her forties was not on the shelf,” 
and recommended three new 
books. Webb Miller’s "I Found No 
Peace,” John T. Whitaker’s "And 
Fear Came,” and Shirley Millard's 
"I Saw Them Die.” 

The first she described as an 
autobiography by the newspaper 
reporter who scooped the world on 
the start of the Ethiopian war. 
Whitaker describes in his book his 
five years as a reporter at Geneva, 
and Millard reprints her diary 
kept as a war nurse in France. 

Theater Dull 

As to the theatrical season in 
New York, Mrs. Vallely found it 
dull, liking best of the plays she 
saw "Johnnie Johnson,” an origi¬ 
nal plot produced by the Group 
Theater: finding John Gielgud’s 
poi. . yal of "Hamlet” more dy- 
na:.- j and passionate than that of 
Leslie Howard, though the latter's 
supporting cast and show as 
a whole a better production; be¬ 
ing disappointed in "Victoria Re¬ 
gina:” expressing delight in Alfred 
Lunt’s and Lynn Fontaine’s acting 
in "Idiot’s Delight,” which .she 
classed as a perfect play; finding 
entertainment in "Stage Door” 
and "Tovarich,” but seeing both as 
unimportant; and finding excel¬ 
lence in Noel Coward’s one-act 
play productions, entitled "Tonight 
at 8:30," which she will review 
later. 

"Gone With the Wind” 

In the field of books, she men¬ 
tioned again Margaret Mitchell's 
"Gone with the Wind,” of which 
more than one million copies have 
been sold since its publication last 
June, more than any other volume 
published in the United States 
since the Civil war. The reason, 
she gave as "timeliness.” 

Other books reviewed included 
Genthe’s "As I Remember,” illus¬ 
trated with beautiful photographs 
by the German photographer-au¬ 
thor; Buck's "Fighting Angel,” 
described as an excellent book; 
Hobart’s "Yang and Yin,” story of 
an American doctor in China; 
Fairbanks' "Rich Man Poor Man,” 
a political American history of the 
formation of the progressive party 
and the era of the first Roosevelt, 
O’DonneU’s "Green Margins,” an 
important novel, according to the 
speaker, dealing with the primitive 
people living in the marshlands 
where the Mississippi river meets 
the sea; Sheila Kaye-Smith’s 
"Rose Deeprose,” an English novel 
important for its characteriza¬ 
tions; Hutchinson’s "Shining Scab¬ 
bard,” another English novel, mar¬ 
velous for its psychological charac¬ 
terizations and suspense; and 
"Canary,” by Gustav Eckstein, in 
which canaries become real peo¬ 
ple to its readers.
